( 1 ) A party or an attorney responsible for the issuance and service of a subpoena shall take 
reasonable steps to avoid imposing undue burden or expense on a person subject to that 
subpoena. The court on behalf of which the subpoena was issued shall enforce this duty and 
unpose upon the party or attorney in breach of this duty an appropriate sanction, which may 
mclude, but IS not hmited to, lost earnings and a reasonable attorney's fee. 

(2) (A) A person commanded to produce and permit inspection, copying, testing or 
samphngof designated electronically stored information, books, papers, documents or tangible 
thmgs, or mspection of premises need not appear in person at the place of production or 
inspection unless commanded to appear for deposition, hearing or trial. 

(B) Subject to paragraph (d)(2) of this rule, a person commanded to produce and permit 
inspection, copying, testing, or sampling may, within 14 days after service of the subpoena or 
before the time specified for compliance if such time is less dian 14 days after service serve 
upon the party or attorney designated in the subpoena written objection to producing any or all 
ot the designated materials or inspection of the premises - or to producing electronically stored 
mforniation in the fomi or fonns requested. If objection is made, the party serving the subpoena 
shall no be entitled to inspect, copy, test, or sample the materials or inspect the premises except 
pursuant to an order of the court by which the subpoena was issued. If objection has been made 
the party seij.ng the subpoena may, upon notice to the person commanded to produce, move 
at any time for an order to compel the production, inspection, copying, testing, or sampling
